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Countenances betray thoughts. A countenance is some- 
thing like a barometer, which falls when a storm is brew- 
ing or the needle on a steam guage, which shows when 
the pressure is up; or the pointers on the speedometers 
of some modern cars, which take on a reddish glow when 
the danger point is being approached. Much is said about 
the countenances in Scripture. When Cain was angry 
with Abel, “his countenance fell.” Jacob saw that it was 
time to move when he “beheld the countenance of Laban, 
and, behold, it was not toward him as before” (Gen. 31:2). 
The way began to open for Nehemiah to go to Jerusalem 
when the king noticed his face and said, “Why is thy 
countenance sad, seeing thou art not sick? this is nothing 
else but sorrow of heart” (Neh. 2:2). The self-discipline 
of Daniel and his three friends and the strict diet to 
which they held themselves soon showed physically in 
their faces, for “at the end of ten days their countenances 
appeared fairer and fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the king’s meat.” After 
Hannah had poured out her heart to God in prayer, and 
had corrected Eli’s understanding of her condition, then 
she could eat, “and her countenance was no more sad” 
(1 Sam. 1:18). Someone has said that the eyes are “the 
windows of the soul.” Eyes are indexes of fear, anger, 
pain, pleasure, and many other emotions. It is not pos- 
sible, necessary, or right always to hide all our feelings; 
and in this life we cannot escape great variations in our 
feelings. But there ought to be real differences between 
worldly and Christian countenances. Look at the faces 
in a bus, a railroad car, or a restaurant, and what is 
written on them? Depression, discouragement, resent- 
ment, anxiety, and lust, with only here and there a. 
pleasant, peaceful face; and the corners of most mouths 
are down. Now a Christian will have disappointment, 
sorrow, anguish of mind, and physcial and mental suf- 
fering. But the injurious effect of these on his nervous 
system, and the telltale evidence on his countenance 
will be greatly reduced in proportion as he casts his bur- 
dens on the Lord, looks unto Him, and allows His peace 
to rule in his heart. In the midst of trouble Stephen’s 
face was “as it had been the face of an angel” (Acts 
6:15). Psalm 34:5 in the American Standard Version (not 
the Revised Standard Version) reads, “They looked unto 
him, and were radiant.” Moses prayed, “The Lord lift up 
his countenance upon thee, and give thee peace.” David 
urged his own soul to hope in God, and said, “For I shall 
yet praise him, who is the health of my countenance, 
and my God” (Psa. 43:5).

Psalm 95:6, “O come, let us worship and bow down; 
let us kneel before the Lord our Maker,” Psalm 103:1-5, 
“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that is within me, 
bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and for- 
get not all his benefits: who forgiveth all thine iniquities: 
who healeth all thy diseases; who redeemeth thy life 
from destruction; who crowneth thee with lovingkind- 
ness and tender mercies; who satisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that thy youth is renewed like the 
eagle’s.” Psalm 116:1-4, 8, “I love the Lord, because he 
hath heard my voice and my supplication. Because he 
hath inclined his ear unto me, therefore will I call upon 
him as long as I live. The sorrows of death compassed 
me, and the pains of hell gat holt upon me: I found trou- 
ble and sorrow. Then called I upon the name of the 
Lord; O Lord, I beseech thee, deliver my soul. Thou hast 
delivered my soul from death, mine eyes from tears, and 
my feet from falling.” 

ORSHIP—“to hold in or treat with honor or re- 
spect; to render religious reverence and hom- 
age to; to pay divine honors to; to feel an ador- 
ing reverence or regard for.” In the light of the above 
scriptures and definition of the word “worship,” I wish 
to say a few things that may help the readers to know 
more how to worship and appreciate the privilege of wor- 
shiping our Lord. The psalmist had had an experience 
that caused him to need God’s grace and love, and when 

e called on the Lord, he found that God loved and 

Iped him, so, from his heart came a spontaneous burst 
of praises in real worship. 

Man is so constructed that he worships something. 
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Genesis 8:20, “And Noah built an altar unto the Lord.” 
When God had preserved Noah and his family by letting 
him build an ark and stay in it until the flood was over, 
he did not have to be told to worship, but immediately 
built an altar and worshiped God. 

‘When God called Abraham from his home to go into 
the country that He would show him, and Abraham was 
safe there with his people, “there builded he an altar to 
the Lord who appeared unto him,” Genesis 12:7. When 
Jacob had been away from home for many years and 
was returning home with his wives and children, and God 
had given him favor with his brother, we are told that 
he “erected an altar”; and when he was dying, he blessed 
both the sons of Joseph and worshiped, leaning upon his 
staff. 

There was a good old man who lived in the time when 
Jesus was born, and God had let them know that he 
would not die until he had seen the Lord. When the child 
was brought to Jerusalem, and Simeon saw Him, he 
blessed God and told Him that he was ready to die, be- 
cause he had seen the Lord. Luke 2:25-30. 


How SHOULD WE WORSHIP? Some wor- 
ship in vain. Matthew 15:8, 9, “This people draweth nigh 
unto me with their mouth, and honoreth me with their 
lips; but their heart is far from me. But in vain they do 
worship me, teaching for doctrine the commandments 
of men.” 

Matthew 5:23, “Therefore if thou bring thy gift before 
the altar, and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
ought against thee; leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift.” 

We see by the above that God would have us worship 
with a pure, clean heart. Psalm 66:18, “If I regard iniq- 
uity in my heart, the Lord will not hear me.” 

Acts 17:23. When Paul came through Athens on one 
occasion, he found some who worshiped all kinds of 
IDOL GODS. They had also heard of the great God of 
heaven and had erected an altar to Him, also. (Some 
people worship ignorantly in this enlightened day of 
ours.) These people were trying to worship the God of 
heaven whom they did not know. Is that any worse than 
sinners trying to worship in the churches of today? 

John 4:24, “God is a Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in truth.” 

Psalm 29:2, “Give unto the Lord the GLORY DUE UN- 
TO HIS NAME; worship the Lord IN THE BEAUTY OF 
HOLINESS.” 

WORSHIP IN THE CHURCH. Hebrews 10:25, “Not for- 
saking the assembling of ourselves together, as the man- 
ner of some is; but exhorting one another, and so much 
the more as ye see the day approaching.” Luke 1:18, “And 
he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought up, 
and as his custom was, he went into the synagogue and 
stood up for to read.” . 

Malachi 4:16, “Then they that feared the Lord spake 
often one to another; and the Lord harkened and heard 
it, and a book of remembrance was written before him 
for them that feared the Lord, and that thought upon 
his name.” 

Matthew 21:13, “My house shall be called an house of 
prayer.” 

So much could be said on this great subject. The Bible 
is full of such passages as those to which we have re- 
ferred. Oh, that men would worship the Lord! Come,

For I know this, that after 
my departing shall grievous wolves enter in among you, 
not sparing the flock. Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away disciples 
after them. Therefore watch, and remember, that 
the space of three years I ceased not to warn everyone 
night and day with tears. And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his grace, which is able 
to build you up, and to give you an inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified.” 


OUND DOCTRINE is the truth of God, the whole 

truth, in its entirety. This is why the apostle Paul 

said he was “pure from the blood of all men, FOR 
I HAVE NOT SHUNNED TO DECLARE UNTO YOU ALL 
THE COUNSEL OF GOD (TRUTH OF GOD).” A part of 
the truth of God is not sufficient. Just a half truth is mis- 
leading and often very detrimental. For example, one 
could take only part of Matthew 27:5, where it says, 
“and went and hanged himself,” then take part of Luke 
3:11, which says, “do likewise,” and without considering 
these verses in their entirety, once could say that the 
Bible said to hang yourself. But, the fact is, tthew is 
tolling of Judas going to hang himself. In Luke 3:11 
Christ is declaring, “He that hath two coats let him im- 
_ to him that hath none, and he that hath meat let 

im DO LIKEWISE.” We can see that the whole truth 
makes altogether a different oe. 

I am conscious of the fact t there are many who do 
not like sound doctrine, or any doctrine. But, the fact 
remains that the Bible teaches SOUND DOCTRINE. Titus 
2:1, “Speak thou the s which become SOUND DOC- 
TRINE.” The apostle Paul states in 2 Timothy 4:3, “For

the time will come when they will not ENDURE SOUND 
DOCTRINE.” He also states in 1 Timothy 1:10, “If there 
be any other thing that is CONTRARY TO SOUND DOC-

all scripture is given by the inspiration of God and is 
PROFITABLE FOR DOCTRINE. This. word all includes 
the entire Bible, from the first chapter of Genesis to the 
last chapter of Revelation. Paul lets us know that all are 
to be SAVED THROUGH SOUND DOCTRINE. 1 Timothy 
4:16, “Take heed unto thyself, and unto THE DOCTRINE;

HEAR -’ It is obvious that there are other doctrines 
besides sound doctrine. The writer of Hebrews, whom we 
believe to be the apostle Paul, says, in 13:9, “Be not car- 
ried about with divers and strange doctrines. For it is a 
good thi that the HEART BE ESTABLISHED WITH 
GRACE.” is being true, we certainly need to KNOW 
SOUND DOCTRINE. He added to his -admonition, in 
Romans 16:17, “NOW I BESEECH YOU, BRETHREN, 
MARK THEM WHICH CAUSE DIVISION AND OF- 
FENCES CONTRARY TO THE DOCTRINE WHICH YE 
HAVE LEARNED, AND AVOID THEM.” Sound doctrine 
is only for those who are willing to walk in the light 
and to grow up in all of the truth.

AND SOUND .” This is one of the SIGNS OF 
THE RETURN OF OUR LORD. Many times these false 
iy sy and teachers will do great signs and wonders 
n order to entice, detract, or delude the people in order 
to get a following. The Apostle said in 2 Corinthians 
11:14, 15, “And no marvel for SATAN HIMSELF IS 
TRANSFO 


NESS; whose end shall be according to their works.” We 
see that we are not to marvel or wonder at SATAN 
HIMSELF, if he is transformed into an angel of light 
and his MINISTERS OR PREACHERS as ministers of 
righteousness. 

But, some will say can they actually do or produce 
signs and wonders? When the disciples asked our Lord, 
in Matthew 24:3, “What shall be the sign of thy coming 
and the end of the world?” He answered their question 
in the 24th verse, “For there shall arise false christs, and 
false prophets, and shall SHEW GREAT SIGNS AND 
WONDERS; insomuch that, if it were possible, THEY 
SHALL DECEIVE THE VERY ELECT. According to this 
scripture, they will be able to show great signs and won- 
ders. Our Lord warns us that they are to deceive the very 
elect if possible. Revelation 13:13 speaks about the anti- 
christ that HE DOETH SUCH GREAT WONDERS THAT 
HE 'H FIRE TO COME DOWN FROM HEAVEN IN 
THE SIGHT OF MEN. The 14th verse tells us that by 
the means of THOSE MIRACLES WHICH HE HATH 
POWER TO DO HE WILL DECEIVE THE PEOPLE. 


I CAN NEVER forget when I visited Father 
Divine’s so-called heaven in New York. 'I heard the peo- 
le get up -and arr that they had been healed of 
lindness, cancer, and T. B., and the lame had been made 
to walk. All manner of diseases were healed and many 
miracles and wonders were performed. They testified 
that this colored man whom they claimed to be God had 
healed them. Now how can we give an account of this? 
We remember in the account of Job, whom the Bible 
proclaimed to be a perfect man, that Satan said if God 
would permit him to touch him, he would curse Him to 
His face. We find in Job 2:7, “So went Satan from the 
agp ray of the Lord, and smoée Job with sore boils from 
he sole of his foot unto his crown.” Satan had the power 
to afflict Job, and it is only reasonable to understand 
that he would also have the power to take away the af- 
fliction. I, therefore, believe that Satan has the power to 
remove from people afflictions with which he has been 
tormenting them, in order THAT IT MIGHT APPEAR

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He said in his sermon to the elders of the church at 
Ephesus, after he had solemnly warned them of the com- 
ing of false prophets and that some would even rise up 
from among the congregation speaking perverse (chang- 
ing) things to draw away disciples after them, “I com- 
mend you to God and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build ~ up and give you an inheritance among 
THEM WHIC ARE SANCTIFIED.” For one to be sanc- 
tified, one must be holy. The words “sanctify” and “holy” 
are often synonymous. Leviticus 11:44, “For I am e 
Lord your God: ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy: for I am holy.” We see here that 
the Lord wanted the people to sanctify themselves that 
they might be holy. Paul refers to the Christians of that 
es | as sanctified Church of God people. 1 Corinthians 
1:2, “Unto the church of God which is at Corinth, to them 
that are sanctified in Christ Jesus.” He did not want 
these people to let anyone carry them away from this 
experience and DOCTR. " 

. would anyone be ashamed to make a profession 
of holiness? The Bible says that God is holy, Leviticus 
11:44; Jesus is holy, Acts 4:27; 1 Peter 1:16; the Holy 
Ghost is holy, Acts 5:32; heaven is holy, Psalm 20:6; the 
angels are holy, Revelation 14:10. God sits upon a throne 
of holiness,. Psalm 47:8. We are told to worship God in 
the beauty of holiness, Psalm 29:2. All whom calls 
He calls to holiness, 2 Thessalonians 4:7. God swore that 
His people would serve Him in holiness, Luke 1:73, 75.

OD SAID in Genesis 1:26, “Let us make man in 

our image, after our likeness.” So God and His 

Son Jesus made man in their image—an imita- 
tion of both the Father and the Son; after their likeness, 
similarity, portrait. God is holy, and Christ is holy, and 
He said for us to be holy as He is holy, and be perfect as 
the Father in heaven is perfect. But man transgressed 
the law of God and fell from the state of holiness and 
perfection. When God came and called for Adam, he was 
hiding himself, trying to cover his shame with a fig- 
leaf apron. “And the Lord God called unto Adam, and 
said unto him, Where art thou? And he said, I heard thy 
voice in the garden, and I was afraid, because I was 
naked; and I hid myself. And he said . . . Hast thou 
eaten of the tree that I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat? So he drove out the man; and he 
placed at the east of the garden of Eden cherubims, and 
a flaming sword which turned every way, to keep the 
way of the tree of life.” 

Cherubin are mentioned at the expulsion of our first 
parents from Eden, when their office was to keep the 
way of the tree of life, to render it impossible for man to 
return to paradise and eat of the tree of life and of 
knowledge. These were planted by God in the garden, 
the one to train man’s spirit through the exercise of 
obedience to the Word of God, the other to transform his 
earthly nature into the spiritual essence of eternal life. 

After the expulsion of man by the cherubim and plac- 
ing of the flaming sword to keep the transgressors out, 
the prophets began to look forward to a regaining of 
their loss. Isaiah saw the cross with the perfect Sacrifice, 
Christ, and he said, “And an highway shall be there, and 
a way, and it shall be called The way of holiness; the 
unclean shall not pass over it; but it shall be for those: 
the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err therein 
... but the redeemed shall walk there: and the ransomed 
of the Lord shall return, and come to Zion with songs and 
everlasting joy.” 

Zechariah said, “In that day there shall be a fountain 
opened to the house of David and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem for sin and for uncleanness.” 

Hebrews 2:11, “For both he that sanctifieth and they 
who are sanctified are all of one: for which cause he is 
not ashamed to call them brethren.” 

“Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother of 
James, to them that are sanctified by God the Father, 
and preserved in Jesus Christ, and called.” 

We notice that Jude was writing to “them that are 
sanctified,” not the fellow that claimed to be, but the 
fellow that was preserved; not the fellow that the 
preacher said was sanctified, but to them that are. 

1 John 1:7, “But if we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

James 1:3, 4, “Knowing this, that the trying of your 
faith worketh patience. But let patience have her per- 
fect work, that ye may be perfect and ENTIRE (complete 
in all parts, whole), wanting nothing.” 
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FATHER 


2 Timothy 3:16, in Paul’s letter to Timothy, he tells 
him that “all scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness.” 

The mediatorial work of Christ lays special emphasis 
upon the power of the blood of Jesus. By His death, Jesus 
stepped between God and the whole human family, to 
inte pn terms of permanent peace for all who will ac- 
cept it. 

Paul, in speaking to the Galatians, said, “I marvel that 
ye are so soon removed from him that called you into 
the grace of Christ unto another gospel: which is not 
another; but there be some that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed (doomed to destruction).” 

Romans 12:1, “I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your rea- 
sonable service, and be not conformed to this world; but 
be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good and acceptable and per- 
fect will of God.” 


It looks as though there is a permissive as well as a 
permanent will. We are admonished by Paul to not “ren- 
der evil for evil unto any man; but ever follow that 
which is good, both among yourselves and to all men. 
Rejoice evermore. But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy 
. . . Pray without ceasing. In every thing give thanks: 
for this is the will of God in Christ Jesus concerning you. 
Quench not the Spirit. Despise not prophesyings. Prove 
all things; hold fast that which is good. Abstain from all 
appearance of evil. And the very God of peace sanctify 
you WHOLLY (entirely, exclusively); and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful 
is he that calleth you, who also will do it.” 

1 Corinthians 1:30, “But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, 


and sanctification, and redemption.” 
1 Thessalonians 4:1, “Furthermore then we beseech 


who of God is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, *

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John 14:27, “Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you.” 


EACE, according to Webster, has three connota- 

tive definitions: freedom from civil disturbance or 

war; a pact or an agreement to end hostilities; 
and freedom from fear, agitating passion or moral con- 
flict. Any Bible student with a normal knowledge of con- 
temporaneous Biblical history of the times of the ut- 
terance of the text will immediately divorce the first two 
explanations as foreign to the point under discussion. 


CHRIST GIVES MENTAL PEACE 


Logical thinking would readily inform the mind that 
Christ was not implying physical peace when He said, 
“. .. my peace I give unto you.” Let us follow the ex- 
planations through. First, freedom from civil disturbance 
or war. Political turmoil and civil unrest were charac- 
teristics of Christ’s day. In order to have liberty and 
freedom from these disturbances, Thomas Jefferson has 
said, “The price of liberty is eternal vigilance.” Modern 
interpretation of this means being prepared, equipped 
and ready for an all-out war. We should have an in- 
fantry of well-equipped and properly trained men, sec- 
ond to none. Maintain a two-ocean navy consisting of 
battle-wagons, cruisers, destroyers, and flat-tops. Hide 
the sun by filling the sky with the latest aeronautic 
triumph. That Christ never entertained this line of 
thinking is plainly evident—He never founded a navy or 
established an army. 

Again, His peace was not a pact or an agreement to 
end hostilities. He well knew it was impossible to legis- 
late peace with pen and ink. On the heels of Christ’s 
ascension we have the ten major persecutions beginning 
with Nero in A.D. 67 and ending with Diocletian in 
A.D. 303. China gave up five pieces of her territory in six 
years seeking paper peace, but instead she will go down 
in history as being the bloodiest nation on the face of the 
earth. Christ was born and reared in governmental bed- 
lam. 

In spite of these existing facts, Christ was heralded to 
bring peace. In Genesis 49 we see an old man dying. His 
white hair, faded cheeks, emaciated flesh, and tired eyes 
reflect many years of hard travel. In the middle of his 
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last remarks to his sons gathered around his bed, with 
renewed vigor in limb and sparkling anticipation leaping 
into his eyes, Jacob, lost in thought, suddenly lifts him- 
Self up to a half-sitting position. Standing in the aisle of 
time, with the telescope of prophecy and the lens of in- 
spiration, he yearningly cries, “I have waited for thy 
salvation, O Lord.” 


LUKE FONDLY DEPICTS the world-shaking 
yet beautiful story of Christ’s nativity. A few simply 
clad but deep-thinking shepherds were tending their 
flocks by night. Suddenly the angel of the Lord came up- 
on them, and the glory of the Lord shone around them. 

The angel brought good tidings of great joy to all peo- 
ple. A Saviour was to be born. This signal birth 
caused the heavenly host, with the angel, to chant that 
He would bring peace to earth and good will to all men. 
These proved to be prophetic and immortal words of un- 
dying luster. 

The aged Simeon, led by the Spirit into the Temple, 
saw Joseph and Mary approaching and recognized Je- 
sus. Instantly, he swept the Babe up into his arms and, 
with tears streaming down his wrinkled cheeks, he hap- 
pily sobbed, “Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart 
in peace ... for mine eyes have seen thy salvation, which 
thou hast prepared before the face of all people.” Ja- 
cob’s salvation yearn was realized by Simeon. The heav- 
enly host’s peace and good will were tenderly embraced 
in Simeon’s arms in the form of a newly born Babe. 


The peace that Christ brought was freedom from fear, 
agitating and gnawing passion, moral conflict, the ero- 
sion of time, the invasion of death, and the tyranny of 
hell. We often think of the objects of the American and 
United Nations policy as proposed by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in his message to Congress on January 6, 
1941: freedom of speech and expression, freedom of every 
person to worship God in his own way, freedom from 
want and freedom from fear. These are only partially 
realized and in a very limited manner, but Christ’s peace 
originates in the heart and flows through the mind, 
mouth, and conscious activities to the world. 


ALL THE COMBINED units of modern war- 
fare cannot right the wrongs, cure the evils, nor restore 
mental equilibrium to our sin-shocked civilization. Ever 
since that muddy-footed papa devil slipped around in 
Adam and Eve’s garden, the floodgates of hell have been 
opened, and principalities, powers, rulers. of the darkness 
of this world, and spiritual wickedness in high places 
have been turned loose on the minds of men.

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BIBLE STUDENTS IN INDIA TAKE A 
MISSION TRIP

I asked one of our faculty members, 
Eliezer John, to write an account for 
me of a recent trip which he and some 
of our Bible students took. Following 
is his account of this trip: 

“It is my special privilege as a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Bible School 
to lead the students for week-end 
works and open air meetings. On sev- 
eral occasions God has worked 
through us wenden. and we could 
feel that God Himself is leading. I am 
narrating one of our experiences. 

“On a certain evening we were con- 
ducting an a meeting in a 
street which is in the centre of a 
Christian community. One gentleman 
was much impressed with the meeting 
and immediately after beckoned me to 
his side and inquired about the school. 
After Ky y | about the school, he 
told me that he has his own bus serv- 
ice and, whenever we wanted to travel 
in the directions he goes, he could al- 
low the group to go free of charge. 
One of our serious handicaps is that 
we lack proper conveyance. We wel- 
comed this offer with great delight 
and decided to make use of it without 
delay, to visit some churches which 
were situated close to the eastern 


mountains. We had only Saturday and 


Sunday at our disposal. 


Walked in the Rain 


“It was three o’clock in the early 
morning of Saturday when we start- 
ed our journey. We walked in the rain 
to the bus stand, which is two miles 
from our institution. At the scheduled 
hours the bus began its trip with a 
load of Bible School students and some 
other passengers. Darkness still cov- 
ered the face of the earth, and the 
chill wind blew around us. Men were 
still rolling and tossing in their beds, 
but the enthusiastic Pyne men who 
were very anxious to do something for 
the Lord began a song service in the 
bus, At first the fellow passengers felt 
it strange, but by and by they also be- 
came interested. 


The Lord Was at the Wheel and the 
Power Fell 

“We had to travel more than four 
hours to reach our destination. Most 
of the time we engaged ourselves in 
singing. Every now and then we 
shouted Bible verses. Everybody in 
that bus was happy because the Lord 
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Himself was Pag in the traveling 
group. After two hours I heard some- 
one age 5 “Hallelujah,” with all 
his might. At first I thought someone 
was ridiculing us. My eyes ran on ev- 
regs on the bus, but I failed to find 
the right person who was shouting the 
praises. Finally, I discovered it was 
none other than the driver himself. 
After a few minutes he was caught in 
the Spirit and began to talk in other 
tongues. The road was full of curves 
and turns. Some of the passengers 
were afraid their lives were in danger 
as the driver was shaking from head 
to foot and his hands were off the 
steering wheel. We feared nothing 
and were happy because we knew we 
were under the overshadowing power 
of the Holy Ghost. Praise the Lord! 


Students Began Personal Work 


“About 9:30 a.m. we reached our 
destination, and from there we had to 
walk six miles to the church. Without 
losing any time, we began walking. On 
the way the students began to do per- 
sonal work. It was nearly 11:30 when 
we reached the church. The local pas- 
tor was waiting for us. He told us of a 
new station which they had begun, 
and that it would be very encourag- 
ing for the people if. we went. there. 
The difficulty was that it meant we 
must walk another six or seven miles. 
Even though the students were tired, 
they willingly offered to go. After tak- 





ing some refreshments, we started to 
the new station and arrived about 4 
p.m. We were all “dog tired.” 


Wild Elephants a Hazard 

“There we saw the signs of heavy 
rain so we hurried to do some house 
visiting. The only way of life of the 
local people is cultivation. When I saw 
their houses and mode of life, it 
helped me to have some idea about 
the primitive man’s life. They are 
thrown to the dangers of nature and 
sometimes of wild elephants. In a be- 
liever’s home they told us how the 
wild elephants come under cover of 
darkness and thrash their plantain 
(banana) and cocoanut trees. As they 
told us these stories we could see the 
tragedies of realities, even in the faces 
of the little children. ‘If the privileged 
classes were only able to understand 
this!’ I —- We had not much 
time at our posal. It was raining, 
and, worse than that, night was ap- 
proaching. In another home the man 
told a story that left an indelible im- 
pression on my mind. He had become 
bankrupt, left his native town, and 
come to this forest with his wife and 
three little children to find shelter. He 
was another Robinson Crusoe, to my 
mind. 

The Meeting Lasted Until Dawn 

“In one of the homes of the believ- 
ers we conducted a prayer .meeting. 
An old man who had come to our fel- 
lowship from the Catholic Church 
testified that he was so happy to see 
this group of young men and that the 
meeting should last until dawn. There 
was no place for all of us, so we de- 
cided to go back to town after the 
meeting. I do not know how our legs 
carried us back to town. It was after 
midnight when we reached the sta- 
tion. Sunday morning we were in the 
service at the station. 

“We returned from the trip tired 
but very happy that we had been able 
to carry the gospel to these under- 
privileged peoples.” 

As you can see by this article, our 
students are going on many trips to 
spread the gospel and are eager each 
week end to go in various directions.

SAVED FROM SIN’S VILE SNARE

Last August we were in the midst of 
the Roman Catholic annual religious 
feast of Quiche. 

We were having special services 
during this festivity. Our evangelist 
was Jaime Aldana, of the Calle Nueva 
Church of God, Guatemala City. Our 
local pastor there, Oscar Castillo, had 
installed the loud speaker, and the 
gospel message of the evangelist were 
being carried over the town in tre- 
mendous volume. Orders had come 
from the police department on other 
occasions to reduce the volume. The 
theater was not too far distant, and 
we had interference with their pro- 
gram because of the noise. 


A knock was heard on the door that 
opens to the street. The person that 
knocked was a man of little stature. 
He was delighted to see us and spoke 
of how he d been listening to the 
messages at night while standing on 
the corner. He expressed his satisfac- 
tion in making my acquaintance and 
that he wan to ask about his fam- 
ily with whom he knew I was ac- 
quainted. “Your brother-in-law will 
be posing through in a few days,” I 
told him, “and then we will look you 
up.” He came twice after that and 
testified in the services, seemingly 
with more liberty than he was accus- 
tomed to enjoying. A few days later, 
his brother-in-law came through here, 
and we contacted the anxious little 
man. He seemed somewhat nervous, 


but at the same time his eyes sparkled 
and his face was aglow with the satis- 
faction of sins forgiven and his com- 
munion with his Saviour. The immedi- 
ate family of our new acquaintance 
and brother were left in another de- 
partment while he came here on busi- 
ness. 

The good brother above mentioned, 
brother-in-law, a Church of God man, 
invited his relation to come and live 
with him on his little plantation back 
in the interior of this Quiche depart- 
ment. He accepted, and on the day 
appointed he was met-by the good 
brother and escorted through his na- 
tive home town on ‘to the brother’s 
home. They tell me now that he re- 
ceived the a of the Holy Ghost 
and has had a greater measure of 
freedom and joy. 

At a recent district conference in 
the same vicinity, our new acquaint- 
ance appeared and was attending the 
services. This was in his home town 
now. He asked the pervsiege to testify 
to the whole town, before the mike, as 
you will see him in the picture. This 
was some of his testimony: “In this 
same theater, where I am now stand- 
ing before: you people, I have taken 
part in many functions which were of 
a worldly nature. Most of you know 
me and my manner of living before, 
but now I want to tell you before this 
mike that I am a changed .man. God 
has had mercy on me and saved my 
soul. I was chased out of Mexico after 
so many years of living there, and 
sent back across the border to my own 
country. I was a tough sort of a fel- 
low. I met some gospel people up near 
the border, and there I accepted the 
Lord. God has forgiven my sin, and I 
am happy. I’m so glad.” 

In another service he got happy and 
walked on the benches, hugging .the 
brethren as he came to them. Finally, 
he landed on the platform and hugged 
the ministers and workers there. He 
had never been in a meeting Alike it. 
He was about beside himself, with -ec- 
stasy, and he had reason to ‘be so. 


James Gray had committed a crime 
in this same town when a young fel- 
low and had fled across the border to 
Mexico. This was more than 25 years 
ago. Now he was making his way back 
cautiously, his hair almost all grey 
and his face showing signs of age and 
of long strain and worry: His family, 
after they were converted, never 
ceased to pray for him, and their 
prayers have been answered. 


James, in his younger days, was a 
football player. Two teams .of: the 
same district had been formed, and 
uniforms had been purchased,: red 
and blue. The argument from the los- 
ing team and its captain led to the 
fatal moment when, with ‘drinking 
and insults, pistols were brought into 
display. The results were, James’ best 
friend was killed and lay dead-in.the 
street. Hence his absence and. stay in 
Mexico. f 

The gospel of the Lord Jesus surely 
reaches the vilest sinner and all races.

America, and let us “bow down; let us kneel before the 
Lord, our Maker. What shall I render unto the Lord for 
all of his benefits? I will take the cup of salvation and 
call upon the name of the Lord. I will pay my vows now 
unto the Lord in the presence of all his people. I will 
offer to the Lord the sacrifice of thanksgiving, and will 
call upon the name of the Lord.” 


IN HEAVEN THEY WORSHIP. Isaiah got a 
little glimpse of what was going on there, and he said: 
“I saw the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and lifted up, 
and his train filled the temple. Above it stood the sera- 
phims: each one had six wings; with twain he covered 
his face, and with twain he covered his feet, and with 
twain he did fly. And one cried unto another, and said, 
HOLY, HOLY, HOLY, is the Lord of hosts: the whole 
earth is FULL OF HIS GLORY.” 

When John was on the Isle of Patmos for the word of 
God and for the testimony of Jesus Christ, he was in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s day, and God pulled back the cur- 
tain and let him see a few of the things that will happen 
in heaven after the rapture.

14:39, “Wherefore, brethren, covet to prophesy, AND 
FORBID NOT TO SPEAK WITH TONGUES.” In the 18th 
verse of the same chapter Paul states, “I thank my God 
I speak with tongues more than ye all.” He also states, 
“Would that ye all spake with tongues, but rather that 
e prophesied: for greater is he that ea than 
e that speaketh with tongues,” 1 Corinthians 14:5. 
Why did Paul say that? Because “he that prophesieth 
edifieth the church,” but “he that SP IN AN 
UNKNOWN TONGUE EDIFIETH HIMSELF.” The same 
teachers will say that Paul said, “But if there be no in- 
terpreter, let them keep silence in the church.” It is true 
that he said this, but this is only half of the truth, and 
not the whole truth. He said in the same verse, “LET 
HIM SPEAK O HIMSELF, AND TO GOD.” The 
thought is that when one rises to claim the attention of 
the congregation, he is to speak so that they may under- 
stand what he is saying. Otherwise, if he is speaking to 
an entire con ation, he is to have an interpreter to 
make known em what he is saying. At the same 
time, if the Spirit moves _— him and he wants to speak 
— God and himself, t is permissible, so Paul de- 
clares.

Not only are we actually Pentecostal people, but Paul 
actually called us the Church of God. He refers to the 
Church of God throughout the entire writings: 1 Corin- 
thians 1:2; 10:32; 11:16, 22; 15:9; 2 Corinthians 1:1; 
Galatians 1:13; 1 Thessalonians 2:14; 2 Thessalonians 
1:4; 1 Timothy 3:5, 15. He tells us what God put in His 
Church in 1 Corinthians 12:28, “And God set some in 
the church, first apostles, secondarily —— thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of tongues.” We see, ac- 
cording to this verse, God expects within His Church 
miracles, gifts of healings, and diversities of tongues. All 
of this I have seen in the Church of God. I have actually 
seen people healed who were completely blind. I have 
seen them healed of cancer in the last stage. I have also 
seen them healed of T. B. in the last stage. I have seen 
all kinds of signs and wonders, yes, in the Church. 


GOVERNMENT 


RiGut IN THE MIDST of all of these gifts 
God said, “I will place government.” The Bible also says, 
in Hebrews 13:7, “Remember them that have the rule 
over you.” Verse 17 says, “Obey them that have the rule 
over you.” Also, in 1 Timothy 5:17, “Let the elders that 
rule well be counted worthy of double honor.” There are 
those who say, “I am being led of the Spirit, therefore no 
man is going to tell me what to do.” But the Bible clearly 
states that those who are not willing to SUBMIT THEM- 
SELVES TO GOVERNMENT ARE WALKING AFTER THE 
FLESH, 2 Peter 2:10, “BUT CHIEFLY THEM THAT 
WALK AFTER THE FLESH IN THE LUST OF UN- 
CLEANNESS, AND DESPISE GOVERNMENT.” He also 
states in that same verse that they are self-willed and 
are not afraid to speak evil of dignities (which means 
the higher officers, or the overseers). What are these 
overseers supposed to do? They are to do what the apos- 
tle Paul said in Acts 20:28. They are to take the over- 
sight of the Church and to feed the same. 

Someone will say, “Is it not true that the overseers 
can go wrong?” Most py they can. But, if one does, 
judgment can be passed on him by the same government 
that God placed in His Church. There is not a single 
member, minister, or overseer in the Church of God that 
cannot be touched or brought to judgment. But, if one is 
leading a congregation as an individualist, or independ- 
ent of government, there is no one to whom he must give 
an account. He may walk disorderly without bei 
brought into judgment. Then, on the other hand, shoul 
he decease, the flock has nowhere to look for a pastor. 
While, in the Church of God, under Bible government, a 
new ee, with the SAME EXPERIENCE AND THE 
S DOCTRINE, CAN BE HAD. The apostle Paul told 
the people on this momentous occasion, after havin 
warned them, “I want you to watch and remember, tha 
you be not led astray from these PRINCIPLES OF SOUND 
DOCTRINE AND GOVERNMENT.” In the light of the 
Scripture, no man has the right as an individualist, or 
an independent, to ask anyone to send him his tithes. 
The tithes are to be paid into the treas of the house 
of God, Nehemiah 13:10-12. 1 Timothy 3:15, “The house 
of God, which is the church of the living God, the pillar 
and ground of the truth.” 


CHURCH TEACHES 


Wuat DID the edrly Church teach? God’s 
early Church taught that all men must repent, Luk 
13:3; Acts 17:30; they all must be born again, John 3:7. 
The Church taught regeneration, in Titus 3:5. The 
Church taught sanctification, in 1 Corinthians 1:30; He- 
brews 10:10; 13:12; 1 Thessalonians 4:3; 5:23. The early 
Church taught that all could have the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, Acts 2:37-39. God’s early Church taugh 
and eens divine healing, James 5:13, 14. God’s 
Church also taught and practiced a united collection 
taking, in 1 Corinthians 16:1. God’s Church taught wa- 
ter baptism, Matthew 28:19. 

The early Church also taught and practiced centra- 
lized government. We have an account, in the 15th chap- 
ter of Acts, beginning with the first verse, where certain 
men came down from Judea and taught the brethren, 
“Except ye be circumcised after the manner of Moses, 
ye cannot be saved.” In the second verse we are told 
that Paul and Barnabas had no small dissension and dis- 
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putation with them. Did they settle the argument omens 
themselves on the field? No! We are told that they (Paul, 
Barnabas, and certain others of them) went u Jeru- 
salem (headquarters) unto the apostles and elders (su- 
preme council) about this certain question. Continuing 
through the 15th chapter you will read the discussion 
that went on when they arrived at the headquarters 
church. At the end of this discussion we find James 
(who was moderator or overseer) saying, “Wherefore my 
sentence is, that we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to God,” Acts 15:19. He 
also states in the 20th verse that they “write unto them.” 
The 22d verse states that it pleased the apostles and el- 
ders, with the whole church, to send out certain chosen 
men to carry the letter they were writing unto the 
brethren, which were the Gentiles in Antioch, Syria, and 
Cilicia. We find that they did not settle the question in 
the local body, or congregation, but rather carried it to 
the apostles and elders. 

To substantiate central government further, we find 
the apostle Paul stating, in 2 Corinthians 11:28, “Besides 
those things that are without, that which cometh upon 
me daily, THE CARE OF ALL THE CHURCHES.” Accord- 
ing to his statement here, all the churches were looking 
to the general overseer, or bishop, for help and guidance. 
3 John 9, 10 speaks about remembering a certain individ- 
ual, namely Diotrephes, who loved to have the pre- 
eminence among the brethren. He also states that this 
man had cast some out of the church. But John was 
very emphatic to state that when he came he would re- 
member the deed which he had done. This points out 
very definitely that the Church did practice certain au- 
thority or government. Finally, Paul states, in 1 Corin- 
thians 14:40, “Let all things be done decently and in or- 


der.” 
WE SHOULD BE THANKFUL 

We should be encouraged greatly for the most wonder- 
ful way the Lord has blessed our Church. WE HAVE

you, brethren, and exhort you by the Lord Jesus, that as 
ye have received of us how ye ought to walk and to 
lease God, so ye would abound more and more. For ye 
ow what commandment we gave you by the Lord Jesus. 
For this is the will of God, even your sanctification, 
that ye should abstain from fornication: that every one 
of you should know how to possess his vessel in sancti- 

fication and honour.” : 

As the blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth us from 
all sin, so it is the shed blood that makes clean. As the 
offering up of the Gentiles is made acceptable, being 
sanctified , 4 the Holy Ghost, so the cleansing blood is 
applied by the Holy Ghost. The blood eradicates all sin; 
that is, destroys it thoroughly; exterminates it. Then we 
should know how to honor the working of the Holy Ghost, 
with the blood, to make our vessels holy and clean, and 
know how to keep our vessels clean, which requires 
knowledge and wisdom. “To know” sometimes means to 
soe of and take delight in. “Wisdom” has a meaning 
of dexterity in an art, skill.

Chester Bedell, who is buried in the Hartzell Grave- 
ard at North Benton, Ohio, was born in 1826 and died 
1908. On his plot of ground in the cemetery, this small- 
time infidel has a life-size statue of himself in bronze 
resting on a marble pedestal. In his heavenward lifted 
right hand he grips a scroll labeled “Universal Mental 
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Liberty.” Under his left foot lays another scroll repre- 
senting the Bible. He believed that finite and limited 
man found his Platonic ideal in meandering through the 
labyrinth of the dogmas and creeds of religion: there- 
fore, the mind of man was fettered, shackled and 
chained to the taken-for-granted whipping post of the- 
ology. The intrinsic limitation he ascribed to.man blind- 
ed own eyes to the heavenly ideal, the Arbitrator who 
compensates for our lacking qualities, the Giver-of true 
mental peace. 

“A cynical, angry, and war-ravaged world last week 
lost its greatest apostle of peace and the brotherhood of 
man” were the words of a Life magazine reporter when 
Gandhi, the leader of India’s untouchables, was assas- 
sinated. But the Old Testament evangelist, Isaiah, using 
his visions as a cosmic timetable to predict world events, 

arted the drapes of the centuries and called Christ the 

rince of Peace. This Prince gave His peace to an inti- 
mate disciple family and told them to tribute it to the 
world. He told them to salute the houses they entered, 
and when the houses were worthy, let their peace come 
upon them. As Paul wrote to the church at Rome, we 
have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


CURRENT OFFICE WORK OF PEACE 


THERE IS LITTLE PEACE to be found in 
our modern Babylons with their cut-flower civilizations. 
We have steam-heated apartments, sex-heated novels, 
brick chasms filled with gasoline fumes, the tension of 
a moving belt in factories, unsettled workers migrating 
from one industrial center to another, marriage con- 
tracts being severed in divorce courts, fratricidal strife, 
the frenzied shadow of hunger, the grotesque disparities 
of poverty and loss, smog-infested skies, young people 
submerged in a sea of crime and the older _—- stag- 
gering e blind mules through life not knowing their 
own mind. . 

This peace can renovate the lives of those bleary- 
eyed, Lot: fp nen foul-smelling, slaver-lipped, reeling 
and rocking, staggering and muttering ditch drunkards. 
It can change the outlook on life for those card-playing, 
dice-throwing, and l-shooting gamblers. It can take 
the sight, smell, and thirst for human blood out of the 
eyes, nostrils, and systems of those cold-blooded murder- 
ers. It can make those breakers of the seventh com- 
mandment, those miserable human vampires who feed 
and fatten themselves upon the virtue of young woman- 
hood, stay home with their families at night. This peace 
will take the stickiness off of the fingertips of the klepto- 
maniacs. Those human wrecks called dope feigns who 
are obsessed with the mad desire to get satisfaction re- 
gardless of price can be shocked awake by this peace 
and given an inner assurance of security that is eternal. 

Over one-half of the hospital beds of America are oc-

peace that only Christ, Your Son, can give. 


PEACE FOUND ONLY IN CHRIST 


VAINLY, this world looks for peace. Isaiah 
said the wicked are like the troubled sea, when it cannot 
rest, whose waters cast up mire and dirt. He said further 
that there just is no peace to the wicked. Paul said that 
when they cry peace and safety to look out, sudden de- 
struction is just around the corner. King Saul displeased 
and disobeyed God and became a victim of fearful, 
frightful, and moody mental depression. 

he atonement chapter tells us the chastisement of 
our peace was upon . Jesus said; “These things I 
have spoken unto you, that in me ye a have peace. 
In the world ye shall have tribulation: but be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world.” No wonder Paul 
shouted eo that He is our peace. The crazy, nude, 
wounded demoniac of Gadara was driven by demons in- 
to the tombs and the realm of mental hell. Eating raw 
and bloody flesh, screaming wild and blood-curdling 
yells, a deep and ugly wounds upon himself, re- 
fusing to cut his hair or beard, this nude man lived like 
an animal. But when Jesus came his way, the people of 
the city found him sitting, clothed, shaved, and in his 
right mind at the feet of Jesus. Today’s world will find 
peace only at the feet of Jesus. It takes the finger of 
he living God, dipped in the blood of Calvary, to write 
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peace on the mantle of a human soul. 

The Statue of Liberty was conceived and designed by 
Frederic Bartholdi and paid for by popular: contribution 
in Paris, France, in 1886. This Mother of Exiles is not just 
a mass of concrete, steel, and bronze, but it stands for 
the heart of all of America’s millions. Inscribed on a 
bronze plate on this statue are these words: 

“.. send me your tired, your poor. 

your huddled masses yearning to breathe free; 
the wretched refuse of your teeming shores, 
send those, the homeless, temptest tossed to me; 
I lift my lamp by the golden door.” 

Christ is Christianity’s “Mother of Exiles.” Tired from 
the physical, mental, and spiritual strain of preaching, 
teaching, and healing, Jesus tells His disciples to launc 
forth to the other side of the lake. As they sail, He falls 
asleep. A storm arises. The black clouds begin to roll as 
ane leaps from one end of heaven to the other. The 
wind howls and whistles through the deck of the small, 
sea-going craft and beats the waves into tempestuous 
fury. Thunder begins to utter its deep, gutteral tones. All 
hope is blasted from these disciples by the pounding 
storm. These drowning men grab for the last straw, Je- 
sus. With striking calmness and an understanding coun- 
tenance, He immediately collects His faculties from the 
soothi relief of slumber, eyes the situation, and takes 
over. er: to the bow of the ship, He pauses for a 
moment. A streak of ge | leaps across the sky and 
sets fire to the heavens. Look! You can see Him! The 
wind is es His garments tightly about the front 
of His body. Another pause, He lifts His arms. Listen! He 
is about to say something! His lips are moving. The waves 
are clapping their hands in fiendish glee as they spit 
into the face of heaven. In spite of the storm, I believe 
I can hear Him. Listen! In the face of the oncoming, 
slaughtering storm He flings the bold, fearless challenge, 
“Peace be still.” It happens! The sea folds its dripping 
arms and the storm ceases. He proved Himself to be Mas- 
= Pe! every stormy situation. Peace and calm reigned 

at day. 

Friend, this same Jesus can speak peace to every trou- 
ble, trzal, tribulation, temptation, and stormy situation 


in your heart and home. May the peace of God which 
— all understanding keep your hearts and minds 
hrough Christ Jesus.

“Miss America” title, of Patricia Mary Hunt, twenty- 
year-old Wellesley College junior and a youth leader in 
the Wayne, Pennsylvania, Presbyterian Church, has 
touched off a controversy in the Philadelphia area. The 
girl has engaged in a mixture of activities, from winning 
the “Miss Greater Philadelphia” contest to teaching a 
children’s Bible class. It is such unholy mixtures in which 
some young people indulge, with no sense of responsibili- 
ty regarding the effects of their conduct, that create so 
much trouble. The history of many of these so-called 
“Miss Americas” is not worth writing about. We have 
felt, along with a host of others, that to call a girl who 
has cast aside all sense of modesty in order to parade her 
physique to the gaze of a vulgar crowd “Miss America” is 
to misrepresent and libel the millions of American girls 
who still hold that a woman’s charms are too sacred to 
be sold to the highest bidder or offered on the altar of 
human lust and inordinate desire.

The Council had to take into consideration the fact 
that the Church had almost doubled its membership in 
the last six or eight years and that the church value 
of the organization was approximately four times larger 
than it was six years ago. With all that in mind, it was 
agreed that we should build this year.

The manufacturing plant is a one ny building, 305 
feet by 137 feet. e second floor is to be occupied by 
the General Church Officials. This increased our floor 
space to approximately 55,000 square feet. The plant 
will be one of the most up-to-date in the South and one 
that every Church of God member will be proud of. 

The circulation of the Evangel has more than doubled 
in the last three years. Our literature has gained ap- 
proximately 40 per cent. 

The contract calls for the Publishing House to be com- 
pleted by the middle of January, 1954. 

There will probably be some delays in the shipping of 
merchandise in the next nine months due to the fact 
that there will be a tremendous amount of moving and 
we kindly ask that you bear with us in every way possible. 
We assure you we will do everythi possible to give 
you the best service possible under such circumstances. 

The new plant will cost approximately $665,000.
